To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Abram  Urban 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Report  I have  to  present  to  you  on  the  health  of  your 
township  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909,  is  the  most  un- 
satisfactory one  which  has  been  presented  since  1904.  The  Death 
Rate  is  higher,  and  the  Birth  Rate  is  lower,  with  the  exception  of 
the  year  1907,  and  the  number  of  notifications  of  dangerous  Infec- 
tious Diseases  received  also  higher.  The  main  causes  of  the 
increased  number  of  deaths  are  two1  in  number,  (1)  the  climatic 
conditions  which  have  prevailed  throughout  the  year,  there  having 
been  an  excessive  amount  of  rain,  and  consequent  diminution  in  the 
amount,  of  sunshine.  The  effect  of  this  in  a district  like  ours,  where 
the  subsoil  is  practically  all  clay  and  of  a cold,  damp  nature,  has 
shown  itself  by  the  increased  mortality  from  chest  diseases,  more 
particularly  in  the  very  young  and  the  old ; (2)  The  great  increase  in 
the  number  of  fatal  accidents,  mainly  made  up  of  bodies  recovered 
from  the  Maypole  Colliery,  the  result  of  the  explosion  of  last  year. 

I should  also  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  owing 
to  the  subsidence  of  the  land,  the  result  of  Colliery  workings,  there 
is  now  more  or  less  permanently  a large  and  increasing  area  of  land 
being  flooded.  This  must  have  an  effect  on  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants. 

I have  estimated  the  population  to  be  7,200  at  the  middle  of 
the  year,  and  it  is  on  these  figures  that  I have  based  my  calculations. 
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Deaths.  116  have  been  registered  in  the  district,  and  2 
inhabitants  of  the  district  have  died  in  institutions  in  Wigan,  mak- 
ing a total  of  11S.  This  gives  a mortality  rate  of  16.38  per  thousand 
of  a living  population,  which  is  3.71  per  thousand  higher  than  the 
rate  for  1908,  but  2.58  per  thousand  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
preceding  10  years.  The  ages  at  death  are  as  follows:

If  these  figures  are  compared  with  those  of  last  year  you  will 
note  the  increases  in  the  Tables  from  birth  up  to  5 years,  45  as  com- 
pared with  29,  and  in  that  of  65  years  and  upwards,  23  as  compared 
with  14. 


There  have  been  3 deaths  in  illegitimate  children  under  12 
months  old.

The  comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  for  1908  shows  an 
increase  in  every  Ward  except  Bickershaw.  In  this  Ward  the  death 
rate  is  2.10  lower  than  for  the  previous  year.  In  Abram  Brow  Ward 
there  is  an  increase  of  5.48  (chiefly  caused  by  the  large  number  of 
deaths  from  accident  and  from  the  explosion  at  the  Maypole  Colliery, 
this  Colliery  being  situated  in  this  Ward).  In  Bamfurloing  Ward 
there  is  an  increase  of  5.78,  and  in  Plank  Lane  Ward  an  increase  of 
3.55. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate.  11  deaths  have  occurred  from  the  7 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  being  an  increase  of  2 over  the  previous 
year,  and  consisting  of  Measles  7,  Diphtheria  1,  Enteric  Fever  2,  and 
Diarrhoea  1.  This  equals  a rate  of  1.52  per  thousand,  which  is  .27 
per  thousand  higher  than  last  year.

Births.  210  Births,  110  boys  and  100  girls,  have  been  regis- 
tered during  the  year.  These  comprise  4 illegitimate  births,  2 of 
each  sex.  The  Birth  rate  is  29.16  per  thousand,  which  is  2.51  per 
thousand  lower  than  that  of  1908,  and  7.64  per  thousand  lower  than 
the  average  for  the  previous  10  years.

On  comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  one 
finds  that  Bickershaw  Ward  is  the  only  one  to  show  an  increased 
birth  rate,  the  increase  being  2.6  per  thousand,  while  Abram  Brow, 
Bamfurlong,  and  Plank  Lane  show  decreases  of  2.3,  1.82  and  10.6 
per  thousand  respectively. 

The  illegitimate  births  comprise  2 boys  in  Abram  Brow  Ward, 
and  1 girl  each  in  Bickershaw  and  Plank  Lane  Wards. 


X edifications.  There  is  a marked  increase  in  the  number  re- 
ceived, viz.,  89,  as  compared  with  56  for  the  previous  year.  This 
increase  is  due  for  the  great  part  to  the  increased  number  of  Scarlet 
Fever  cases  notified,  there  being  53,  as  compared  with  18,  an  increase 
of  35  cases.  Enteric  Fever,  4 cases  notified,  a decrease  of  3. 
Erysipelas,  9 cases  notified,  a decrease  of  1 over  the  previous  year. 
Puerperal  cases,  2 notified,  a net  increase  of  2 over  the  previous  year. 
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1 case  of  Phthisis  has  been  notified.  This  is  the  first  time  this 
disease  has  been  notified,  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  New  Regula- 
tions of  the  Local  Government  Board  affecting  Union  patients. 
Diphtheria  cases  notified  are  1 less  than  in  the  previous  year,  20,  as 
compared  with  21.

All  the  Wards,  with  the  exception  of  Plank  Lane,  have  par- 
ticipated in  the  increased  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Never  notified, 
this  being  most  marked  in  Bickershaw  Ward. 


As  I have  remarked  several  times  in  my  monthly  reports,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  infection  occurs  in  the  various  schools  attended. 
This  fact  has  been  repeatedly  demonstrated,  and  I should  like  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Head  teachers  to  this  fact.  There  seems 
to  be  too  great  a tendency  on  the  part  of  the  school  authorities  to 
insist  upon  the  attendance  at  school  of  children  who  are  not  in  good 
health,  for  even  if  the  children  are  not  actually  sickening  for  any 
specific  disease,  itheir  power  of  resistance  to  disease  is  lowered,  and 
consequently  there  is  greater  liability  to  contract  some  infectious 
disease. 


Of  the  infectious  diseases  notified,  52  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  These  consisted  of  Scarlet  Fever  45,  Enteric 
Fever  3,  and  Diphtheria  4.  With  regard  to  the  latter  cases,  we  do 
not  generally  admit  this  class  into  the  Hospital,  but  these  4 cases 
occurred  in  one  house  (the  father  and  3 children),  and  the  mother 
not  being  in  a condition  to  nurse  them,  .the  Hospital  at  the  time 
being  free  from  Enteric  Fever  cases,  after  consultation  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  it  was  decided  to  admit  them. 
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Periodicity  and  General  Remarks  on  Diseases  prevalent  through- 
out the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  This  disease  has  been  prevalent  throughout  the 
year  with  the  exception  of  the  months  of  January  and  February, 
but.  more  particularly  so  in  March,  June,  October,  and  December. 
There  have  been  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria , including  Membranous  Croup.  Present  more  or 
less  throughout  the  year,  but  more  particularly  in  the  months  of 
April,  June  and  December.  One,  a case  of  Membranous  Croup  in 
a child  in  Bickershaw  Ward,  terminated  fatally  in  April,  and  in 
December  4 cases  occurring  in  one  house,  were  removed  to  Hospital. 
Abram  Brow  Ward  has  the  greatest  number  of  cases,  viz.,  9,  being 
closely  followed  by  Bickershaw  Ward  with  7. 

Enteric  Fever.  4 cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred,  and  of 
theas  3 were  removed  to  Hospital;  Abram  Brow  has  2,  Bamfurlong 
and  Plank  Lane  1 each.  Of  the  cases  in  Abram  Brow  Ward  both  were 
from  the  same  house  at  different  times  and  different  families.  Both 
were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  terminated  fatally.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  second  of  these  cases  was  infected  before  the  person  removed 
into  the  house. 

Small-pox.  The  district  has  been  free  from  this  disease. 

Puerperal  Fever.  2 cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred,  1 in 
January  and  1 in  April , both  cases  terminated  fatally. 

Erysipelas.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 
9 cases  were  notified,  and  were  spread  over  the  district. 

Whooping  Cough.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  more  particularly  in  Bickershaw  Ward,  in  fact 
it  was  so  pronounced  that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  the  Infant 
department  of  the  Abram  Colliery  Schools  for  ,a  period  of  4 weeks. 
There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Measles.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  May,  June,  July, 
and  August,  more  particularly  in  the  Warrington  Road  portions  of 
Abram  Brow  and  Bamfurlong  Wards.  This  .affected  the  younger 
children,  those  between  4 and  6 years  of  age  more  particularly, 
and  the  Infant  department  of  the  St.  John’s  School  was  closed  for 
a period  of  21,  weeks  as  a consequence. 

7 deaths  oceuired  as  a result  of  Measles,  giving  a rate  of 
.907  per  thousand  of  a living  population. 

Diarrhoea . There  was  comparatively  little  of  this  disease, 
which  is  attributable  to  the  cold  summer  experienced.  1 death  only 
occurred,  and  this  in  a child  in  Plank  Lane  Ward. 
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Phthisis.  3 deaths  from  this  disease,  the  same  number  as  last 
year,  1 each  in  Bamfmdong,  Bickershaw,  and  Plank  Lane  Wards. 
The  death  rate  is  equal  to  .41  per  thousand  of  a living  population. 
Other  Tubercular  diseases  have  caused  2 deaths,  1 each  in  Bicker- 
shaw and  Plank  Lane  Wards.

Cancer.  2 deaths  from  this  disease,  one  less  than  last  year, 
giving  a mortality  rate  of  .27  per  thousand. 

Respiratory  Diseases,  consisting  of  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis 
have  caused  31  deaths,  20  from  the  former,  and  11  from  the  latter 
disease.  This  gives  a rate  of  4.30  per  thousand,  and  is  evidence  of 
the  severity  of  the  weather  experienced.  It  is  in  the  extremes  of 
life  that  these  diseases  have  been  most  fatal,  there  being  10  deaths 
in  children  under  1 year,  and  9 in  persons  of  65  years  and  upwards. 
These  cases  are  almost  equally  distributed  throughout  the  district, 
Abram  Brow  Ward  having  9,  Bamfurlong  8,  and  Bickershaw  and 
Plank  Lane  Wards  7 each. 

Heart  Diseases.  9 deaths  from  these  diseases,  being  2 less  than 
last  year.  The  mortality  rate  is  1.25  per  thousand. 

Venereal  Diseases.  Nil. 

Premature  Births  have  occasioned  2 deaths.  This  is  2 less  than 
the  previous  year. 

Accidents.  22  deaths  have  been  registered  as  the  result  of 
accidents.  This  is  13  more  than  last  year;  this  increased  number 
being  due  to  the  recovery  of  15  bodies  from  the  Maypole  Colliery.

I have  visited  the  bakehouses 
in  the  district,  and  beyond  a little  laxity  in  limewashing  they  have 
been  found  satisfactory.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  These  continue  to  be  generally  satisfac- 
tory. Three  premises  have  been  redrained,  and  improved  lighting 
and  ventilation  obtained  for  another  shippon.  At  Sootson’s  Farm 
townswater  has  been  connected,  the  previous  tenant  not  being  a 
cowkeeper. 


The  slaughter-house  mentioned  as  being  built  in  my  last 
annual  report,  is  completed,  and  is  being  used.  Regular  inspections 
have  been  made,  and  everything  found  quite  satisfactory.  After 
recommendation  the  byelaws  for  private  Slaughter-houses  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Council. 


Careful  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  various  hawkers  of  food 
stuffs,  but  there  has  been  no  occasion  to  adopt  stringent  measures. 


The  Midwives  Act.  The  working  of  this  Act  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
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Owing  to  removals,  there  are  now  4 certified  Midwives  living 
in  the  district,  but  of  course  others  come  in  from  the  neighbouring 
districts. 

The  District  Nurse  has  again  done  good  work  during  the  year. 
She  has  paid  3637  visits,  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district. 


The  Wafer  Supply  has  again  been  plentiful,  and  the  consump- 
tion per  head  for  domestic  purposes  is  slightly  on  .the  increase. 
Various  samples  of  the  water  have  been  taken  throughout  the  dis- 
trict for  analysis,  and  all  pronounced  excellent.  Several  of  the 
samples,  however,  showed  traces  of  lead,  and  the  attention  of  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  (from  whom  the  water  is  obtained)  was  at  once 
drawn  to  this.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  try  and  prevent  it. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  with  water  of  a soft  character  like  the 
Rivington  supply,  there  is  the  possibility  of  lead  being  taken  up 
where  the  lead  service  pipes  have  to  be  frequently  repaired.
